5, On information and belief, the '634 patent is partially inoperable or invalid by 
claiming more or less than I had a right to claim. Specifically, at least one insufficiency in the 
claims resides in the failure to present claims directed to a method for creating a walk-through 
water sculpture comprising the steps of providing a flow surface having a substantially concave 
inclined portion, providing a walkway or platform adjacent the flow sutface, providing a reservoir 
of water, and directing a flow of water from the reservoir onto the flow surface so that the flow of 
water substantially conforms to the flow surface and curls over the walkway or platforom and into 
the reservoir, At least one of the new claims presented in the reissue application is directed to 
this feature, while the original claims of the '634 patent are not, No original claim has a scope 
equal to that defined by reissue claims 42-81. The insufficiency also resides in the failure to 
consider U,S. Patent No. 2,268,932 (the l 932 patent), to Oratewood, during prosecution of the 
patent 

6, I was not aware of the '932 patent during the prosecution of the application that 
became the '634 patent, and the '932 patent may be material to examination of the £ 634 patent. 
Reissue claims 42, 51, 68 and 72 are independent claims that are directed to a water sculpture. 
Reissue claim 75 is an independent claim that is directed to an apparatus for forming a water 
tunnel Reissue claim 62 is directed to a method for creating a walk-through water sculpture, 
Reissue claim 79 is directed to a method of forming a water tunnel. These new claims, the 
claims that depend therefrom, and the pending originally-issued claims are believed to be 
patentable over the '932 patent and all of the references cited in the original '634 patent. 

7» On information and belief, all errors being corrected in the reissue application 
arose without any deceptive intent on my part.
